New Delhi, the 25th May, 1981 

G.S.R. 363 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 30 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Group *C’ posts of the Office of tho Development Commissioner for 
Handlooms In the Ministry of Commerce, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement:—(1) These rules miybc called tho Development Commissioner for Handlooms (Group ’C’ 

posts) Recruitment Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall como into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application:—These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column ] of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of Posts, classification and scale of pay:—The number of posts, their classification and tho scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in Columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualification etc. :—(l) Every Officer who was holding immediately before the commence¬ 
ment of these rules, any post in the Office of the Development Commissioner for Handlooms specified in column 1 of the said Schedule, 
shall he deemjd to have been appointed to such post or the post so redesignated, as the case may be, under these rules and the regular 
continuous service of such officer in the respective grades prior to such commencement shall be taken into account for the purpose of 
calculating qualifying service for confirmation against, or promotion to, any of the posts specified in column 11 of (he said schedule. 

(2) Without prejudice to the appointments made in aecoidance with sub-rule (2), appointment to other posts and future vacancies 
in any post shall be m ide in accordance with the method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the said posts 
as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualification No person, (a) who has entered into orcontracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, h iving a spou se living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any post under these rules: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if sail- " „d that such a marriage is permissible undor the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there arc oth r grounds for so doing, except any porson from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax 1 —-Where the Central Government Is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by orde f , for rea¬ 
sons to be recorded in writing, rolax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to nnv class or category of persons. 

7. Saving:—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age-Hmlt and any other concessions required to bo pro¬ 
vided for the Scheduled Castes the Scheduled Tribes and other special catcgori-s of persons, in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time, in this regard. 

Note:—This Office was created in the year November, 1975 and that time no Recruitment Rules for various cadres were in 
existence Persons from various Ministries/Departments of Government of India were taken on Deputation for management of this Office. 

By Rule 4 it is proposed to regularise tho services ofsuch of the officers who are on deputation and arc willing to be absorbed in order 
to take them on regular basis. It is also further proposed to count the services rendered by them in this organisation before the commence¬ 
ment of these rules for the purpose of confirmation/promotion with retrospective effect. It is hereby certified that it shall not adversely 
affect the intorest of any person.
